The news that Gen. King was assigned

He understood better 
than many who wear a sword the tactics of 
a campaign in Washington, and his assur- 
ance that Gen. Sigel would not submit to 
the indignity of a brigadier general's ap 
pointment over his head, joined to the pro- 
testations of hundreds of officers in the 
army, brought about a change of policy in 
Washington, and the public were informed 
that Gen. King had " declined " the ap- 
pointment.

There was great excite- 
ment there Saturday aud Sunday. Lieut. 
CoI^Bu/bank) U. S. A., stationed at New- 
port barracks, has taken military command 
of Citicitmati^iuid ia organizing forced for 
defence. Enlistments are going on rapid- 
ly. Tbe traitors in Kentucky are all iu 
motion, recruiting and gathering their forced 
in disguise. It ia believed at Cincinnati 
that tho city ia in danger of an immediate 
attack, nnd bankers have sent largo amounts 
of specie to Chicago. 


A baud of marauders havo crossed tho 


Ohio River, twenty-two miles below Evans- 
villo, taking tho town of Newport, Indiana, 
whero there ia n hospital. They took 250 
sick and wounded prisoners, paroled them, 
and carried off 250 stand of arms. This is 
tho first time during tho war that armed 
rebels Imvo set foot on tho soil of a free 
atate. 


Tho rebels aro in possession of Hender- 


son, Ky., opposite Nowburg. The move- 
ment is ao wide-spread that it is believed to 
bo concerted for tho purpose of taking en- 
tire possession of Kentucky. An enthusi' 
astic Union meeting hag been held in Lou- 
isville, at which resolutions were passed for 
the preservation of tho Union at any cost;
